Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1937. 

The  Report  has  been  prepared  on  the  lines  of  Circular  1650  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  and  I  desire  to  thank  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health 
and  Housing  Committees,  together  with  Members  of  the  Council,  for  their 
help  and  co-operation  during  the  year. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  your  Clerk,  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and 
Members  of  the  Council’s  staff. 

I  have  been  privileged  to  take  over  the  post  vacated  by  Dr.  W.  M. 

Yeoman  who  retired  on  the  30th  September,  1937,  after  a  period  of  nearly 

fifty  years’  service  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  this  area.  I  wish  to  place 

on  record  my  personal  appreciation  of  the  good  work  he  has  rendered  in 
the  area. 

During  the  year  much  progress  has  been  made  in  Housing,  the  scheme 
for  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  has  been  commenced,  certain  additions 
have  been  made  to  the  Public  Water  Supplies  of  the  district,  and  new  works 
of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  have  been  completed.  Figures  relating  to 
these  activities  will  be  found  in  the  main  body  of  the  Report.

In  the  north-eastern 
corner  of  the  District  there  are  iron  and  stone  mines,  also  industries  engaged 
in  the  manufacture  of  bricks  and  tiles. 

Unemployment. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  area  of  the  Council  does  not  coincide  with 
Labour  Exchange  districts,  accurate  figures  as  to  the  extent  of  unemployment 
cannot  be  obtained. 

There  has  been,  however,  a  decrease  in  the  figures  relating  to  agri¬ 
cultural  unemployment,  but  unemployment  figures  relating  to  workers 
employed  in  the  heavy  industries  on  Tees-side  have  increased  owing  to  a

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 


(a)  Laboratory  Facilities  : 

These  remain  unchanged. 


Ambulance  Facilities  : 


The  whole  of  the  District  possesses  ambulance  facilities. 


The  St.  John's  Ambulance  Association  (Great  Ayton  Division)  serves 
the  greater  part  of  the  District,  and  the  Council  have  decided  to  make  an 
annual  contribution  to  the  funds  of  the  Division. 

An  agreement  is  made  with  the  Stockton  Corporation  whereby  the 
Parish  of  Yarm  has  the  use  of  the  Corporation  ambulance  for  purposes  other 
than  the  removal  of  infectious  disease  cases. 


Cases  of  infectious  disease  occurring  in  the  District  are  removed  by 
the  ambulance  of  the  Middlesbrough  Corporation  to  the  Corporation  Isolation 
Hospital,  Middlesbrough. 


(r)  Nursing  in  the  Home  : 

In  all  Parishes,  with  the  exception  of  those  comprising  the  Stokesley 
District  Nursing  Association,  the  District  Nurse  also  undertakes  midwifery. 

The  Stokesley  District  Nursing  Association  comprises  the  Parishes  of 
Stokesley,  Seamer,  Carlton,  Newby,  Great  and  Little  Busby,  Great  and  Little 
Broughton,  Ingleby  Greenhow,  Kirby,  Easby  and  Kildale.  In  this  area 
there  are  at  present  separate  nurses  for  general  nursing  and  midwifery. 


(d)  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics  : 

The  North  Riding  C-ountv  Council  Ante-Natal  and  Infant  Welfare

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SECTION  C. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


1.  (i)  Water  : 

During  the  year,  the  water  supply  scheme  to  serve  the  Parishes  of 
Whorlton,  Crathorne,  Picton,  Kirkleavington,  anil  High  and  Low  Worsall 
has  been  completed. 

J  he  works  consist  of  approximately  18  miles  of  spun  cast-iron  mains, 
together  with  a  storage  reservoir  of  50,000  gallons  capacity. 

On  completion  of  the  works,  samples  of  the  water  were  submitted 
for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination,  and  the  reports  on  same  shewed 
the  water  to  be  of  excellent  quality  and  suitable  for  domestic  use.  The 
quantity  of  water  is  satisfactory. 

In  consequence  of  a  demand  for  an  extension  of  this  scheme  to  serve 
8  farms — situate  on  the  western  boundary  of  the  Council’s  area  in  the  Parish 
of  High  Worsall,  agreements  to  guarantee  a  fixed  revenue  were  entered  into 
between  the  Council  and  the  owners  of  the  farms  and  work  in  connection 
with  the  extension  was  actively  commenced  in  December.  The  extension 
numbers  some  5,000  yards  of  asbestos  cement  pipes,  and  the  work  is  expected 
to  be  completed  within  three  months  from  the  date  of  commencement. 

The  Council’s  scheme  supplying  water  to  the  Parishes  of  Carlton , 
Great  and  Little  Broughton,  Great  Busby,  Hutton  Rudby,  Kirkby,  Little 
Busby,  Potto  and  Rudby  has  been  satisfactory  respecting  the  quality  and 
quantity  of  the  water. 

In  the  last  week  of  the  year,  an  unfavourable  report  was  received 
from  the  bacteriologist  regarding  a  sample  procured  from  the  mains  at 
Hutton  Rudby,  and  this  matter  was  receiving  attention  at  the  close  of  the 
year. 

All  the  public  pumps  in  the  area  have  been  painted  and  maintained 
in  good  order.

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(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage  : 

During  the  year,  new  sewage  works  and  a  main  sewer  have  been 
constructed  within  the  Parish  of  Marton. 

A  new  sewer  and  sedimentation  tanks  have  been  constructed  within 
the  Parish  of  Yarm  consequent  on  the  erection  of  Council  houses  off  the 
Worsall  Road. 

The  reconstruction  of  the  old-type  sewage  works  within  the  Parish 
of  Great  Ayton  is  nearing  completion. 

Sewage  treatment  schemes  are  required  for  the  Parishes  of  Great  and 
Little  Broughton,  Kirkby,  Carlton  and  Stainton  where  existing  conditions 
are  unsatisfactory.

Note. — At  Nunthorpe,  streets  were  made  up  by  the  County  Council  and  a 
considerable  length  of  surface  and  storm  water  drains  was  laid  and 
diverted  from  the  sewage  works. 


2.  Rivers  and  Streams  : 

These  are  cleansed  as  and  when  their  condition  renders  the  same 
necessary. 

That  section  of  the  River  Leven  which  flows  through  the  township 
of  Stokesley  is  cleansed  annually  during  the  month  of  August.  The  cost 
during  1937  amounted  to  £12. 

The  streams  known  as  the  Mill  Race,  Great  Ayton,  and  Seamer 
Carrs,  Seamer,  were  cleansed  privately  after  representations  had  been  made 
to  the  persons  concerned. 
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Streams  are  polluted  within  the  Parishes  of  Great  and  Little  Broughton  , 
Carlton,  and  Stainton,  particularly  during  the  summer  months.  This  is  due 
to  there  being  no  adequate  treatment  of  the  sewage  which  discharges  therein. 
Small  streams  at  Langbaurgh,  Great  Ayton,  and  at  Seamer  are  polluted,  but 
these  are  receiving  attention.

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Monthly  collections  of  old  tins,  etc.,  are  carried  out  at  Carlton,  Hutton 
Rudby,  Ingleby  Arncliffe,  Stokesley  and  Whorlton.  This  arrangement  is  an 
advantage  in  the  rural  Parishes,  as  the  ordinary  house  refuse  can  then  be 
more  easily  disposed  of  as  manure  for  the  land.  The  central  tip  at  Quarry 
Hill,  Nunthorpe,  has  been  well-maintained  during  the  year,  and  is  used  for 
the  disposal  of  refuse  from  the  Parishes  of  Marton,  Nunthorpe,  Ormesby 
and  Stainton. 

The  question  of  scavenging  by  direct  labour  has  been  considered,  and 
it  is  proposed  to  make  tests  with  suitable  vehicles.  It  is  anticipated  that  the 
tests  will  be  made  early  in  the  new  year.

As  the  matter  of  the  provision 
of  a  new  school  for  the  Ormesby  area  is  under  consideration  by  the  County 
Education  Authority,  no  action  has  been  taken  regarding  the  conversion  of 
these  closets  to  the  water  carriage  system.

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( b )  Meat  and  Other  Foods  : 

The  routine  inspection  of  meat  and  other  foods  is  carried  out  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  who  apply  themselves  diligently  to  this  very  important 
duty. 

Owing  to  the  rural  nature  of  the  district  and  the  differences  in  times 
of  slaughtering  (which  entail  evening  and  week-end  visits)  a  great  deal  of 
time  is  taken  up  by  this  duty. 

The  number  of  registered  slaughterhouses  within  the  district  is  21, 
and  the  licensed  slaughterhouses  9.  No  notices  were  served  in  respect  of 
failure  to  limewash  as  the  occupiers  of  slaughterhouses  perform  this  duty 
regularly. 

1,541  visits  were  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  during  the  year. 
No  prosecutions  were  necessary  ;  the  butchers  give  every  assistance  to  the 
Inspectors  in  carrying  out  their  duties. 

Under  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933,  there  are  63  licensed 
slaughtermen  within  the  district.

SECTION  F. 


Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over.  Infectious  and  other  Diseases. 


Under  the  Council’s  scheme  for  the  immunisation  of  children  against 
diphtheria,  applications  for  immunisation  were  received  in  respect  of  951 
children,  and  of  this  number  885  children  were  completely  immunised 
during  the  year.  The  remaining  66  children  were  unable  to  be  fully  immu- 
eised  owing  to  absence  from  school  on  the  occasions  of  the  visits  of  the 
Deputy  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  H.  M.  MacGill,  of  Stokesley,  who,  save  for  a 
number  of  immunisations  effected  by  medical  practitioners,  carried  out  the 
work  of  immunisation.  These  children,  together  with  new  applications, 
will  be  dealt  with  during  the  year  1938. 

The  figure  of  951  represents  just  over  50%  of  the  number  of  school- 
children  attending  elementary  schools  within  the  District.  A  table  is  set 
out  below  shewing  the  number  of  children  immunised.
